That  this  was  done  in  the  case  of  the  dormitory  appropriation 
is  a  tribute  indeed  to  the  tact,  good  judgment,  ancl  dihgence 
of  Dr.  W.  T.  Sanger,  president,  and  Dr.  R.  Blackwell  Smith, 
Jr.,  assistant  president,  as  well  as  to  the  alumni  and  friends  of 
the  institution  who  supported  them  in  their  efforts. 

The  Alumni  Association  understands  the  necessity  for  ade- 
quate living  facilities  for  JVl.C.V.  students,  and  it  is  expected 
that  at  the  annual  meeting  this  year  it  will  develop  its  plans 
to  help  make  the  long  awaited  dormitory  a  reality.

This  issue  of  The  Scarab  lists  the 
names  of  the  active  members  of  the  Medi- 
cal College  of  Virginia  Alumni  Associa- 
tion, all  of  whom  have  made  a  contribu- 
tion of  $10.00  or  more  to  the  Alumni 
Fund.  Others  are  members  of  The  Century 
Club,  which  is  a  project  of  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  Foundation,  and  oth- 
ers have  contributed  to  the  American  Med- 
ical Education  Foundation.  It  has  come  to 
the  attention  of  the  members  of  the  Alum- 
ni Board  of  Trustees  that  some  confusion 
exists  on  the  part  of  the  Alumni  about 
the  purposes  of  each  of  these  funds  and 
how  they  benefit  the  College. 

The  M.C.V.  Alumni  Association  is  a 
corporation,  completely  separate  from  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia,  supported 
by  membership  dues  of  $10.00  or  more 
for  each  active  member.  The  funds  are 
used  to  support  the  operation  of  the  Alum- 
ni Office,  which  keeps  permanent  records 
of  each  alumnus,  edits  a  magazine  to  keep 
the  alumni  in  touch  with  each  other  and 
with  the  College,  sponsors  alumni  gather- 
ings in  numerous  localities  in  the  East  and 
at  professional  conventions,  and  under- 
takes projects  approved  by  its  Board  of 
Trustees. 

The  outstanding  project  of  the  Alumni 
■  Association  was  the  purchase  and  remodel- 
ing of  the  Alumni  House  at  1105  East 
Clay  Street  at  a  cost  of  $64,000.00.  This 
year  it  co-operated  with  the  College  in 
paying  for  filming  the  M.C.V.  Movie. 

It  is  expected  that  the  next  big  project 
of  the  Association,  now  that  the  debt  on 
the  Alumni  House  has  been  paid  off,  will 
be  to  participate  in  the  building  of  the 
much-needed  student  dormitory.  The  Gen- 
eral Assembly  appropriated  $300,000.00 
toward  the  construction  of  this  dormitory, 
and  other  funds  will  be  raised  privately, 
but  Dr.  Sanger  has  indicated  that  the  alum- 
ni are  being  counted  on  to  make  a  sub- 
stantial contribution  to  this  endeavor. 

A  committee  on  the  dormitory  has  been 
appointed,  headed  by  Dr.  Donald  S.  Dan- 
iel, and  it  is  expected  that  the  plans  of 
the  Alumni  Association  regarding  the  stu- 
dent dormitory  will  soon  be  developed. 

The  Medical  College  of  Virginia  Foun- 
dation was  chartered  in  1949  to  hold  and 
to  administer  donated  funds  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia.  It 


is  a  separate  organization  from  the  Medi- 
cal College  of  Virginia  and  the  state  of 
Virginia  and  is  controlled  entirely  by  a 
board  of  rotating  trustees  selected  as  fol- 
lows :  one  from  the  faculty  of  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia;  one  from  the  Board 
of  Visitors  of  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
gina;  three  from  the  Medical  College  of 
Va.  Alumni  Association  and  ten  from 
friends  at  large.  It  provides  a  method  of 
receiving  tax  exempt  funds  from  friends 
of  the  College  to  be  used  for  the  benefit 
of  the  College  without  subjecting  such 
funds  to  state  control. 

Within  the  framework  of  the  M.C.V. 
Foundation  the  Century  Club  has  been 
established.  Its  purpose  is  to  receive  funds 
from  friends,  alumni,  and  others,  and  use 
such  donations  in  order  that  the  standard 
of  the  teaching  staff  of  the  Medical  Col- 
lege of  Virginia  shall  remain  at  its  high 
level  and  that  just  compensation  shall  be 
allowed  its  administrative  personnel.  The 
salaries  of  many  key  personnel  have  re- 
mained inadequate  through  the  years  be- 
cause the  budget  system  of  the  state  of 


Virginia  under  which  the  College  operates, 
makes  proper  salary  adjustments  almost 
impossible  at  present.  Many  of  the  faculty 
remain  here  only  because  of  their  devotion 
to  their  work  and  their  dedication. 

During  the  first  year  of  operation  the 
Century  Club  received  more  than  from 
alumni  who  contributed  $10,000  to  this 
cause.  Donations  should  be  sent  to  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  Foundation, 
Box  606,  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
Station,  Richmond,  Virginia. 

The  American  Medical  Education  Foun- 
dation is  an  organization  sponsored  by  the 
American  Medical  Association  to  prevent 
the  necessity  for  further  encroachment  of 
the  federal  government  into  medical  edu- 
cation. Funds  are  solicited  for  this  pro- 
gram by  local  and  state  medical  societies 
and  the  donor  can  indicate  for  which  med- 
ical school  his  contribution  is  intended. 

Contributions  are  made  from  industry 
to  this  fund  in  proportion  to  the  amounts 
given  by  physicians.  This  fund  has  been 
very  beneficial  to  the  Dean  of  the  MCV 
School  of  Medicine  in  adjusting  salaries.
